Register 800 For 
Civilian Defense 


Approximately 800 persons as 
signed to some definite position 
with the Andover committee of pub- 
lic safety have already been regis- 
tered by Identification Officer Bes- 
sie P. Goldsmith. 

Wihen the information contained 
on the white identity card copies 
filed by these civilian defense work- 
ers has been transferred to masiter 
cards, arrangemenits. will be made 
with the state photographer, and 
all registered persons will assemble 
at a designated time and place for 
the making of photo-identity cards. 
Groups will be in charge of chiair- 
men of the various units. 

At this time, regisitrants will also 
fill out blue history report blanks. 
containing more detailed infomma- 
tion. Niaturalized citizens should 
have with them data relative to the 
date and place of their naturaliza- 
tion, 

At some subsequent time, a re- 
stricted list of registrants may pre- 
sent their photo-identity cards, to 
be stamped on the back ‘by the 
Chief of Police for blackout passes. 

Right now, any person assigned 
to a definite position who has not 
already filled out his preliminary 
white identity card is urged to call 
at the office of civilian defemse in 
the town house to register within 
the next 24 houwrs.

The class, which will be- 
gin April 6, will meet for prelim- 
inary training in the Grace church 
parish house, Lawrence, and for 
practice at Lawrence General hos- 
pital.

150 hours without remuneration, is 
eligible to become a murse’s aide,

Ballardvale Man 
Survives Sinking 


Edward Thomson of Oak street, 
Ballardvale, gunner’s mate second 
class in the U. S. Navy, was one 
of the survivors of the sinking of 
the Navy supply ship Pollux in 
which 92 officers and men perished 
on February 18, it was revealed this: 
week. 

The Pollux was driven ashore 
shortly before dawn that day on 
the coast of Newfundland, after one 
of the severest mid-winter storms 
in shipping history in that region, 
The destroyer U.S.S. Truxtun went 
down at the same time, 97 officers 
and men being lost. Other than this, 
no information has been revealed 
by the Navy, and Mr, Thomson has 
been ordered to reveal no details on 
the sinking. : 

He is a native of Ballardvale, and 
resided there previous to his join- 
ing the Navy some eight years ago. 
He was a student at Punchard high 
school for a time. At present, he is 
siopping with his brother, William 
Thomson of Salem street. Other lo- 
cal relatives include his mother, 
Mrs. Robent Mills, two brothers, 
Robert and Cameron Mills; and a 
sister, Miss Isabelle Mills, all of 
Ballandvale. 


Insurance Company 
Says Boiler Unfit 


Corroborating a statement by 
Chairman Sidney P. White, at 
March 9’s town meeting, that the 
boiler on the town road roller had 
been inspected that afternoon by a 
Boston insurance official, was a let- 
ter released for publication this 
week by the Board of Public Works. 
The question of the purchase of a 
new motor driven roler had been 
put before the meeting, but was 
disapproved. 

S. P. Comstock, supervising en- 
gineer of the boiler and machinery 
department of the Lumbermen’s 
Mutual Casualty company, stated in 
the letter that “the imspection re- 
veals that this boiler is in an un 
usually poor condition, with the fur- 
nace sheet found to be grooved and 
corroded at the grate line to suchi 
an extent that it punctured under 
light blows of a test hammer. We 
consider this boiler to be unfit for 
further service, and dangerous to 
operate in its present condition. 

“Tt would be possible to nepair 
this boiler only at great expense. . 
and we strongly recommend the 
purchase of a new boiler.”

Local Blackout 
A Huge Success 


Few Incidents In 
Dramatic Rehearsal 


A columnist remarked, a few 
weeks ago, that he had never yet 
read about a blackout that had not 
been “pronounced a complete suc- 
cess.” Sunday night’s local black- 
out, however, the first in 300 years 
of Andover’s more or less exciting 
existence, could be described in no 
other terms. Observers in an Army 
plane which aided over this area, 
reported practically total darkness. 

The whole thing went off com- 
pletely according to schedule. In 
many cases, householders exting- 
guished their lights before the vari- 
ous alarms began.to sound, and 
with the turning out of the street 
lights, the last local illumination, 
Andover was plunged into complete 
darkness within less than a minute 
after the first sounding of the sig- 
nal, 

Police Chief George A. Dane re- 
ported Monday morning that black- 
out infringements had occurred in 
only very minor and widely scat- 
tered instances. One light was in- 
advertently left burning im the 
power plant on Lupin road, and an- 
other at the bowling alleys in the

Red Cross Knitting 
To Be Curtailed 


In. reply to questions often raised 
asi to the status of Red Cross knit- 
ting, the local chapter has issued 
the following statement: 

“This year, volunteers will only 
be given yarn to knit about 50 per- 
cent as many garments as they 
knitted im 1941, 

“Last year, excepting 500,000 ar- 
ticles, including knitted sweaters, 
mittens, socks, mufflers, etc., which 
were turned over to the armed 
forces, our program of knitting was 
for foreign relief. While we are not 
stopping knitting for our allies, we 
are only asking for such priorities 
for garments for foreign war relief 
as will conclude our commitments. 

“In negand to our program for the 
armed forces, we are meeting 
promptly the requests of command- 
ing officers for urgent deliveries.

Let’s Be Perfect 


The success of Sunday night’s blackout led many people to 
wonder if it would have been equally successful if it had come 
without warning—and that’s when it just has to be a success, 
or else! Everybody co-operated splendidly Sunday night, but 
there was a general air of the experiment about it, most people 
feeling as if it were something which would probably never 


happen. 


Did you hear the fire alarm go berserk Tuesday morning? 
If you didn’t, we might say it went berserk in an air-raid alarm 
way. There were a lot of short blasts, and there were quite a 
few people who wondered for a.while if it were a surprise test 
alarm or if it were a surprise raid. It could happen; the Japs 
are now attacking farther from their home base than the 
European continent is from us. And nobody can say that Adolf 
Hitler hasn’t been building more and more airplane carriers, 
because nobody can say definitely just what he’s doing or is 
planning to do. It’s best to be ready for anything. 


There were a few difficulties Sunday night, but these will 
very probably be ironed out. The traffic blinkers in both Shaw- 
sheen and Andover square were insufficiently covered, but 
steps have already been taken to correct this. The crossing 
gates on the railroad were aloft with their lanterns alight; just 
why, nobody knows, because certainly those lights are to pro- 
tect motor traffic, and there is none in a blackout. There’s no 
point in protecting traffic that doesn’t exist. 


Probably the most serious of all the difficulties came from 
people who should know better: air raid wardens and auxiliary 
policemen. There were cases in both branches of lighting cig- 
arettes or of using flashlights—you just don’t do it: that’s the 
job of the fifth columnists. For our protectors against damage 
from planes to be beacons for the planes instead, just isn’t 


right. 


Let’s hope it never happens, but if it does, let’s be perfect in 


our precautions. 


Wake Up 


It isn’t true, is it, that those 300 
marines lost Wake Island because 
they quit work after forty hours? 
It ism’t true, it can’t be true, that 
they refused to do their work in na- 
tional defense because their boss 
wouldn't give them ttime and a half. 

Why don’t we pay our soldiers 
and our sailors’ and our air force 
and our marines on a forty hour 
week basis, with time and a half 
for overtime? Why don’t they de- 
serve it as much as we who are 
here in the comparative safety of 
our home country working in the 
dangerlesis occupations of providing 
tools of war? They deserve it more, 
far more. 

Why don’t they get it? Is it be- 
cause it’s their “patriotic duty” to 
help their country, to give up itheir 
lives for their country? Ism’t it just 
as much our patriotic duty ito help 
our country; they’re on duty 24 
hours a day, so why should we re- 
fuse to work over eight hours. 

Is it because the country can’t 
afford to pay their soldiers the 
usual union rates, whereas private 
industry can? If ithe country can’t 
afford to pay the soldiers, it cer- 
tainly can’t afford to pay private 
industry the high prices that are 
made necessary by the drastic 
overtime provisions of the current 
union demands. In peace time, on 
peace products, yes—a man de 
serves time and a half after forty 
houns of work; but in war time, 
when we’re fighting for our lives, it 
just doesn’t seem right for an in- 
dustry to have to charge us, the 
taxpayers, steep prices ibecause 
some union leaders insist on a forty

hour instead of a 48 hour week. It 
would be a pretty safe bet to say 
that the very large majority of the 
rank and file of United States la- 
bor would be very willing to make 
this concession for the duration. 

The ery of labor today is not in 
keeping with the spirit of the 
times; it would have sounded pa- 
tniotic back in Civil War days, but 
“Protect the Union” jis not the silo- 
gan of today’s America. We’ve got 
a real job to do, and it’s time that 
even the union leaders realized it. 
After the legislation of the past few 
year's, 'there would seem to be little 
need for some of the highly orgamn- 
ized unions today, except to make 
the fellow who works in a mill shell 
out to help swell the coffers of 
union leaders. 

When the Japs finally took Wake 
Island, they reported they captured 
3000 marines. There were only 300 
there, Can’t the laboring people of 
the United States work as hard as: 
those 300 marines did, so ‘that some 
day the Japs will know that the 
United States laborer, as well as 
the United States marine, is the 
equal of ten men.

What Should You Save To Help? 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The following table issued by the Treasury 
Department is intended as a savings yardstick for the average income- 
earner. It suggests how everyone of the 48,000,000 


employed persons in the United States may partici- 
pate in the war effort through the systematic purchase 
of Defense Savings Bonds. 

“The job ahead of us is far bigger than most of us 
realize,” Secretary Morgenthau declared in making 
the table public. “I know that the American. people 
are ready to do their part to win the war. One of the 
ways we can do much more is by intensifying ow 
effort in the purchase of Defense Bonds.” 

While persons without dependents may be able to 
set aside more than the suggested figures, persons 
with several dependents, or with other heavy family 
obligations, may be unable to save at the suggested 
rate, the Treasury Department pointed out.
